Methodist  Disci))line,and  can  subscribe  to  her 
articles  of  faith,  they  are  turned  away  empty, 
'and  sentenced  to  wail  in  black  despair  forever  1 
|AII  men,  say  the  advocates  of  this  system,  are 
|free  to  act  just  as  they  are  commanded.  No 
compulsion.  All  is  perfect  freedom.  This 
constitutes  its  excellence — its  superiority  over 
Gospel  to  every  creature,”  was  the  commandj  the  doctrines  of  Calvinism.  But  to  my  mind 
of  Jesus.

1.  The  doctrines  of  original  sin,  total  de¬ 
pravity,  vicarious  suffering,  election  and  repro¬ 
bation,  have  been  preached  until  they  have 
nearly  perished  “  with  their  using.”  But  a 
few  years  ago,  and  the.se  doctrines  were  con¬ 
sidered  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  Gos¬ 
pel.  Then,  should  a  preacher  declare  thall^ 
hell’s  dark  caverns  were  lined  with  the  skull 
bones  of  infants,  it  was  considered  sound  or¬ 
thodoxy.  Then  good  and  pious  mothers  and 
fathers  could  shout  amen  to  the  damnation  ofj 
children,  for  they  verily  thought  it  was  a  Bible 
doctrine.  But  now,  what  do  these  same  peo 
pie  teach  t  Why,  my  Christian  friends,  should 
a  preacher  declare  in  this  enlightened  age  that 
infants  will  become  the  inmates  of  hell’s  dark- 
vaults,  our  good  citizens  would  be  almost 
tempted  to  give  him  a  hasty  railroad  exit 
from  the  town.  But  a  short  time  since,  and 
hell  was  considered  a  literal  “  lake  of  tire  and 
brimstone.”  Now,  they  have  so  modified  it  that 
it  will  not  even  scorch  a  feather.  Then  an  al¬ 
mighty  devil  w'as  said  to  torment  poor  sinners 
eternally — now  it  is  merely  being  debarred 
from  the  presence  of  God.  Then  it  took  days 
and  months  for  a  common  sinner  to  get  reli-

but  that  man’s  actions  in  this  life  will  affect 
his  final  condition  throughout  eternity  we  can¬ 
not  believe.  For  we  finite  cieatnres  cannot 
do  any  thing  that  will  euititle  us  to  endlesi 
beatitude  iti  the  mansions  (if  the  glorious  Re¬ 
deemer;  consequently,  by  the  same  mode  of 
reasoning,  we  cannot  incur  with  our  finite 
power  an  infinity  and  eternity  of  suffering. 
Salvation  is  the  gi/t  of  God.  “  By  grace  are 
ye  saved  ;”  says  the  apostle,  “  not  of  works, 
lest  any  man  should  boast.”

Vea.  w  hen  you  make  numy  prayers, 
I  will  not  hear.  [And  the  reason  ts]  Your  hands 
are  full  of  blood.

Nutwiiiistanding  such  like  plain  and  unqualified 
declarations  of  tlie  Scriptures  against  pliarisaicnl 
(reremoiiics  of  *•  solemn  assemblies;”  and  notwiili- 
standiiig,  also,  the  unqualified  admonitions  as  to 
what  our  praciiral,  useful  duties  arc;  still  modern 
and  present  teachers  of  falsely  termed  divinity  im¬ 
pose  ceremonies,  sorrowful  and  solemn  ;  aguiiiziiig 
and  selfish  ;  and  make  the  loud,  lung  prayer — tlu 
sorrow  ful  eunntenance  and  the  hanging  of  the  head 
like  a  bulrush,  (Isa.

LETTER  FROM  UR.  J.  M.  TRACY. 

Brs.  Skinnkk  and  Grosh — I  once  more  take 
my  sent  to  pen  a  short  article,  winch  1  earnestly 
desire  may  lie  publisln  d  in  your  journal. 

Tlie  principal  design  ol  the  mission  of  Jesus 
Christ  into  our  world,  appears  to  me  to  have  been, 
'o  call  siiintrs  tu  repenlanee  ;  and  while  he  preaeli- 
ed  the  Gospel  himself,  he  seems  to  have  he«  ii  sue- 
I'esslul.  Tlie  apostles,  also,  whom  he  eommission- 
»1  and  sent  lorth  toprorlaim  his  glad  tiiluigs,  were 
evidently  iiisiruiiK  ntal  in  turning  many  from  the 
error  of  their  ways.  And  I  apprehend  that  ail 
Cnrisiian  teachers,  in  every  agi' ol  the  ehurrh,  who 
Il  ive  been  pastors  alter  God’s  own  lieart,  have  been 
effectual  in  promoting  the  same  great  purpose.  In- 
leed,  all  the  dispensations  of  God’s  grace  seem  de- 
'ijned,  in  their  ultimate  elfeet.  ui  save  mt  n  from 
sin  ;  and  all  truly  good  men  are  desirous  of  aiding 
!ni  this  glorious  cause.  More  than  two  years  sincre, 

1 1  commenced  preaching  as  a  Universalist.  I  have 
travelled  and  labored  extensively  in  this  region.  I 
have  witnessed  the  efieets  of  my  own  labors,  and 
of  those  of  my  brethren  ;  and  my  strong  convic¬ 
tion  is,  that  Universalism,  as  it  is  now  generally 
I  preached  and  understood,  does  not  bring  sinners  to 
rcjientaiice.  And  1  am  fully  convinced  of  the  false- 
I  hood  and  danger  of  that  sentiment,  which  confines 
I  ill  punishment  for  sin  lo  l\\v  present  life.  lappre- 
I  liend  that  the  Universalists  ol  this  country  have 
'eiierally  imbibed  a  notion  fatal  to  the  interests  of 
■  rue  religion  ;  and,  alihough  the  task  is  painful  to 
riiy  heart,  I  hereby  withdraw  mysell  from  all  cons 
iiexion  with  the  Universalists  as  a  Christian  sect. 

In  taking  this  step,  I  am  not  actuated  by  ill-will 
towards  my  brethren,  1  love  tliem  no  less  than  I 
formerly  did  ;  towards  many  of  iliem,  I  trust,  my 
iieari  will  glow  with  gratitude  till  the  cold  hand  uf 
death  shall  chill  the  vital  current ;  their  kindness 
and  attention  will  not  he  forgotten.  To  ai)  I  would 
express  good  will,  and  fervent  prayer  fur  their  sal¬ 
vation. 

If  God  spare  my  life  and  health,  I  do  not  intend 
to  cease  laboring  in  ihe  Gospel  vineyard.  I  put 
my  liand  to  the  plough,  when  1  cuinmeneed  preach¬ 
ing,  and  I  cannot  look  back.  1  take  my  present  step 
in  the  hope  uf  extending  my  usefulness.  1  lielievs 
rny  labors  have  been  productive  of  good  in  some 
eases  ;  but,  so  far  as  they  have  tended  to  build  up 
Universalism  upon  the  plan  of  .Messrs,  Ballou,  Bal¬ 
four,  and  others  of  the  modern  school,  I  am  sore 
they  have  done  r.o  good  :  and  I  deeply  regret  their 
influence.  I  reject  all  creeds  except  that  which  1 
find  in  Ihe  New  Testament,  and  claim  Ihe  right  of 
understanding  the  Scriptures  for  myself.  The  la¬ 
bors  of  others  may  assist  us  in  our  researches  in  the 
saered  volume,  but  cannot  prove  an  infallible  guide.
